Its svut)nvmv shttws that at one time 
or ant)tht'r it has been jtlact'd in .several tliffert'iU gt'iiera t)f the family. 
It is t'asily tlistinguisht'tl fnnn Sudcdn by its pubt'sct'iict', anti its ovoiti 
axillary fruit. It is t'specially interesting tt> fintl a Kurt)j)ean plant 
atlaj)ting it.st'lf .st) reatlily to halt)phyfic ct)ntlitit>ns in the Nt'w Worltl. 
So far tis I know, this is its fir.st a])])earanc<' lu're.
